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PREFACE TO THE SECOND EDITION 



With die publication of the original edition, one of the 
questiomciften asked vvas, why a thesaurus and not a dkiio- 
nary of slang? It was a dictionary that inspired the creation 
of The Thesaurus of Slang. Some years ago I was given a fine 
slang dictionary as a birthday gift Being a writer of fiction 
in its various forms I am always looking for informal lan- 
guage especially to use when writing dialogue. To my great 
disappointment, I found the dictionary of slang, as complete 
as it was, to be the most useless book on my reference shelf. 
It listed slang words and defined them, which, of course, is 
what a dictionary is meant to do. Therefore, to find a slang 
word, it was necessary to know the word to look up. And 
that's the joker. If you knew the slang word to look for, 
usually you knew its <fefinition. The dictionary was fine for 
idle browsing but for anyone seriously in search of a slang 
word right now, it was a loser. 

It occurred to me that what I really needed was a thesau- 
rus devoted to slang, one which listed a standard F . n g hsh 
word and offered a selection of slang synonyms format 
word. In a sense, I wanted a book that translated English 
into slang, At that time, there was no such book in the 
market place. After several years of haunting bookstores and 
expecting a thesaurus of slang to appear, Esther and I 
decided to do the job ourselves. We estimated it might take 
a year or two to put such a book together. Six years later, in 
1987, we closed the file on the first edition of our Thaauna 
of Slang. Simultaneously, we opened a new file for the 
collection of additional slang, colloquialisms, jargon, etc, 
for a future revised edition. After six more years and some 
15,000 additions, changes and deletions, the tune has come 
to close the file on the revised edition. As of this writing, 
there is very little slang in general use in America that is not 
listed somewhere in this book. 

The six years have revealed some interesting insights. 
There is a popular misconception regarding slang: slang 
changes rapidly. Not so. We have found that slang is gener- 
ational The slang that we leam as we grow up, we tend to 
use for the rest of our lives adding new words and dropping 
a few as we go. The greatest change is in the youth groups: 
Young people invent, change and misconstrue language as 
they pass through the brief period from adolescence to 
adulthood. African Americans introduce many of the new 
words and phrases that come into general use. As a group 
they are lovers of language, playing with words, creating the 
innovative phrase, rhyming catch phrases such as "In it to 
win it* "When you're hot you're hot When you're not 
you're not" Advertising not only creates new words and 
phrases, it popularizes its creations through widespread 
campaigns. If any one area can be pinpointed as the source 
of change in language, ad copywriters could well be the 



leaders. Probably the most important change introduced by 
advertising is the way words are spelled or misspelled for 
attention-getting effect. Night is often spelled nite. You a 
seen as U. Been for dean. Flo for flow. The result is 
contusion as to the acceptable way to spell Purists may 
deplore tins development out tint simpuncauon m spelling 
is finding its way into the language. George Bernard Shaw, 
the great playwright and critic, tried, unsuccessfully, to 
introduce a phonetic method of spelling. He must be chuck- 
ling in Ins grave. 

Ad copy has contributed more than spelling. Ad slogans 
often find their way into common usage. "Where's the 
beef?" grew from a hamburger commercial into a political 
phrase that certainly helped elect a president of the United 
States. 

New language comes from new industry. Computers, 
space programs and generic engineering have all contrib- 
uted slang to the language and we expect a spate of new 
expressions to come fiuui multimedia, interactive television 
and the possible revolution in health care. Some of it is 
already in the language and in this revised edition. 

With 15,000 new words, phrases and deletions, 10 per- 
cent of the volume is new. That bears out our finding that 
slang is generational If we were to revise this work every six 
years, we might expect that the entire book will be changed 
in sixty years. In reality it doesn't happen that way. Many 
words, we wouldn't risk a guess how many, but a consider- 
able number found in the original edition will still be in use 
in the mid-twenty-first century. Americans, today, are still 
using slang that predates Shakespeare. Bird meaning 
uwmon is still used today. Bird dates back to 1300 and it has 
various forms in dairy use: chick, chicken, biddy. Mot is 
another word for woman from the early 1500s. 

Shakespeare and old words aside, the six years of col- 
lected slang reveal much about our society. This is not to be 
construed as a scientific survey. While one might expect that 
the 10 percent change from the first edition would be evenly 
distributed throughout the entries, changes do not take 
place overall. Some categories grew far beyond the average. 

The most change appears to be in the drug culture. There 
are more new terms for marijuana than in any other cate- 
gory: 98 new words amounting to a 46 percent increase. 
Amphetamine has a higher percentage, 55 percent with 39 
new words. Cocaine language jumps by 44 percent with 42 
new words. The entire drug category has grown to the 
largest general group in the book. Trie category drugged 
gained 46 percent new words. Drunk gained less than 7 
percent, but since it is our largest single category with over 
800 slang terms selected from more than 2,000, the 7 
percent gain amounts to 52 new entries. 
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All this use of drugs and alcohol has a natural result, 
vomit, with a 48 percent gain in new words and phrases, 
accounting for 44 various ways to throw up, not to mention 
a 35 percent gain in words for death. If society is not 
shooting itself enough with drugs there are 19 percent more 
words for guns. It is not surprising that there are 85 new 
terms amounting to 30 percent for the word stupid. What is 
surprising is that outstanding shows a 32 percent increase, 
31 new words, although many of them are derogatory. Some 
of those words are also found [in disliked person, which adds 
43 nasty new words, a 34 percent change. Bad finishes with 

34 more words, a 22 percent jump. 

PolUx gains 26 new slang synonyms, a 17 percent in- 
crease. Prisoner held by law enforcement increased by 43 
percent with 36 new slang terms. No wonder our prisons are 
overpopulated. The jot cell occupied 50 percent more of 
the language with 10 new words. 

Reflecting our preoccupation with the '80s the word 
merger added 9 new words for a 56 percent rise. 

As always, sei is a popular topic. Sexual intercourse found 

35 percent more ways of describing the act of love and its 
variations with 69 new expressions. No pun intended. Pro- 
miscuous added 32 percent new words with 20 more entries, 
all derogatory references to women. Prostitute picks up 20 
percent additional labels. Woman increases her share of 
new language with 44 new words and phrases amounting to 
18 percent, many of which are obscene. Vagina receives 30 
more descriptions for 29 percent, while penis rises higher 
by 32 percent with 63 new obscene references. 

All these statistics suggest what has and has not been 
occupying our minds in the last six years. However, before 
the reader draws a set of cynical conclusions from all this, 
consider those categories with litde or no change. Crime, 
commit a; defeat; hit; ineffective; aggressive; and attack all 



show less than 2 percent change. Admire, alert, apprehen- 
shx, risk, thief, and robbery show zero change. 

A few of tie most significant areas that have not seen 
change and therefore are not on the minds of the general 
public are advocate, question (the verb), and prohibit. 

Racial words and phrases are almost entirely derogatory. 
We take no sides in reporting what people call one another. 
What appears in this volume is the way America talk today. 
There are 36 new words for African Americans, a 22 percent 
increase, all derogatory. Likewise there are 17 new words 
for whites, a 24 percent change. Asians have 24 percent 
more and Mexicans are known by 30 percent more terms. 
All are derogatory. 

Lest you think there is no fun in this volume, to the 
contrary. The Thesaurus of Slang is chock full of America's 
most picturesque speech, wit and the humor that springs 
from being who we are. 

Some of the delightful new expressions in this book are: 

joygermfever— happy. 

Glass widow — husband is an alcoholic. 

Cherry tree — a tall virgin. 

Club Fed — federal prison, low security. 

Napkin notion— idea written during a power lunch. 

Flunkenstein — a failing student. 

Bottle fatigue— a hangover. 

Broken rib — an ex-wife. 

And left over from the first edition, one of our favorites: 

Wafting on rocky socks— drunk. 

The Thesaurus of Slang is full of them. See for yourself. 
Enjoy.

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PREFACE TO THE FIRST EDITION 



The Thesaurus of Slang is nude up of 12,000 standard 
English words listed arphabeticaUy; each ij followed by one 
or more of the 150,000 slang words or phrases contained in 
this volume. That simple arrangement is what makes this 
book a useful tool for writers, speakers, students of language 
and anyone else who might need a quick and easy source of 
slang. 

It has been said that a thesaurus is a book in which you 
look up the wrong word in order to find the right one. That 
definition fits this book perfectly. As a thesaurus, it offers a 
convenient translation from standard English to its slang 
equivalent. It is by no means a slang dictionary, nor is it 
meant to be. Using this thesaurus, all or part of a formal 
English sentence can be rewritten in slang, something al- 
most impossible to do using a slang dictionary. This is not to 
say that slang dictionaries should be considered ruperfhi- 
ous. It is the basic premise that is different; a dictionary is 
meruit to define words, but if the user doesn'tknow the slang 
word for which a definition is sought, a slang dictionary is 
reduced to little more than a volume for browsing. If any- 
thing, The Thaama of Slang should make slang aictionar- 
ies more useful Except ir, a few instances where the use of 
an obscure slang term is demonstrated, this thesaurus, since 
ft j not a dictionary, does not define slang words beyond 
giving them a formal English synonym. For a more precise 
definition of the words found in this book, a slang dictionary 
should be used. 

In a sense, this volume is similar to a foreign-language 
dictionary in that it "translates" formal English into the 
language of slang. To some readers slang can seem like a 
foreign language and, like a foreign language, there are 
times when it doesn't translate exactly. The same word or 
phrase can differ subtly in meaning in different contexts. In 
an extreme instance a word can be its own antonym; for 
example, boddest can mean "best" or "worst" 

While attempting to determine the right formal synonym 
of a slang term, we often asked which formal English word 
was the one most likely to occur to a reader searching for a 
slang synonym. For example, it is not likely a reader would 
think to find pot likker under the entry residue Soup stock 
was more credible. Therefore, for some entries, precision 
has been sacrificed for ease of use. Where a widely used 
slang term is not easily translated into standard English, the 



slang itself is listed as the subject heading. Such a case is 
btinddsU. 

The slang in this collecti on is based on actual usage culled 
from a wide variety of sources, such as newspapers, maga- 
zines, ncnon ana nonaction doors, television, radio, trade 
papers, industry, casual conversation. For the most part, the 
slang terms in this thesaurus are in current general usage; 
however, the reader will also find many of the most recent 
words appearing particularly in the language of young peo- 
ple, technical workers and potftidans. In these pages, most 
readers will discover unfamiliar words and phrases, as weD 
as old words with surprising new definitions. 

All of language was once "nonstandard," until the inven- 
tion of the printing press created the need for standardiza- 
tion and inspired the first dictionary. Slang also originates 
out of need. New words are continually coming into the 
language, to stay only as long as they are useful No attempt 
was made in this book to rule out "vogue" words. Deciding 
which of these words are merely passing through the lan- 
guage and which are taking up more-or-less permanent 
residence was not part of our editorial criteria. Slang is 
created by all social classes in every Itind of circumstance as 
a more convenient, more private, or more entertaining 
means of communication. Croups create their own lan- 
guage within a language. The various kinds of slang are a 
means of identification. Peers recognize each other through 
its use. Slang is a way of belonging, of "speaking the same 
language." 

The word sffing itself is said to have once meant 'to be 
abusive." And much slang is abusive, chauvinistic, irrever- 
ent profane, and sexually explicit This book includes all 
types of slang, uncensored. For better or worse, this is the 
slang commonly used in America today. 

Experts in linguistics disagree among themselves over 
matters of clefinition, and they are certain to disagree with 
some of the definitions in this work. It is a risk anyone who 
prepares such a text must take. In those instances where it 
can be pointed out that we are in error, corrections will be 
made most gratefully, but for the moment what the reader 
finds within these pages is as close to the correct usage of 
slang, colloquialisms, and American idiom as we could pres- 
ently determine.

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HOW TO USE THIS BOOK 



For speakers, writen of fact or fiction, playwrights, screen 
and television writers, journalists, advertising copy writen, 
publicists, pobticians, members of the clergy— anyone who 
deals with the expression of ideas through words. The The- 
saurus of Slang is simple to use. Standard English words are 
listed in alphabetical order. Under each of these words is a 
collection of slang synonyms. Suppose you are preparing a 
speech or an essay and you want to make the following 
statement less formal, "Freedom of speech is bask to de- 
mocracy." The operational word is basic. Look up the word 
btuic. 

BASIC adj. plain vanilla, bottom hue, nitty-gritty, where 
it's at, name, name of the game, nub, key, meat and potatoes, 
coal and ice. See also VITAL 

Depending on the level of infonnality desired, you find 
a wide range of choices, so the sentence can be written, 
"Freedom of speech is the meat and potatoes of democ- 
racy," or "Freedom of speech is the nub of democracy." 

In addition to the listing of slang synonyms under a 
particular word, the thesaurus also offers a broader selection 
of words to assist you in finding exactly the sense you seek. 

ENACT v. 1. jam, jam through, railroad, railroad through, 
steamroller through. 2beon,goon,doaturn,doone'ssturT, 
do a number. See EXECUTE. See also perform. 

Enact illustrates three of these features. The word enact 
is synonymous with "legislate." Synonyms for that sense of 



the word are listed under the numeral 1 . "Enact" also means 
to "act." Number 2 provides a selection of "act" words. 
Following the slang terms there appears "See execute " 
and "See also perform." "See" references offer a broader 
selection of slang synonyms. If you don 't find the word you 
are seeking in the first group, the "See" category can provide 
more choices. "See also" references provide a broader se- 
lection stiU, directing you to collateral meanings of the word. 
As a convenience, there are no listings simply referring the 
reader to another category without some slang synonyms 
listed, allowing the reader a choice of synonyms without 
having to look further. 

Still another refinement is offered to aid your search for 
exactly the right word. A semicolon separates specialized 
references from the general. Such words as might refer only 
to males as opposed to females or might differentiate activ- 
ities from objects. Wherever possible, the most current, 
widely used words are listed first. 

It is agreed among lexicographers that finding exactly the 
right synonym for a word is an inexact pursuit In standard 
English, no two words carry precisely the same meaning and 
it is no different with slang where exact definitions are often 
as varied as the locales in which the words are used. In many 
cases, parts of speech are mixed; nouns are listed with adjec- 
tives; verbs become nouns and nouns verbs; positives are used 
as negatives. That'stheway you will find it here. Except for the 
sake of clarity, no attempt has been made to define slang 
beyond the category beading The thesaurus should not be 
considered a dictionary. Where definition is necessary, refer- 
ence to a good slang dictionary is recommended.
